St. John. N.B.. Jan. 14.—A news¬ 
paper amalgamation will U coh- 
nutnmatfd on Monday. January 17, 
when The St. John Globe, first pub¬ 
lished In 1858. will cease publication 
and will be absorbed by The Even¬ 
ing Times-Star, under the title of 
The Evening Tlmes-Globe. 

The amalgamation was brought 
about by an offer of the former 
directors of The St. John Globe to 
sell the property to persons closely 
associated with the New Brunswick 
Publishing Company, publishers of 
The Telegraph-Journal and The 
Evening Times-Star. This leaves 
only two daily newspapers In the St. 
John field. The Morning Telegraph- 
Journal and The Evening Timcs- 
Globe. 

The Globe was founded by the late 
Senator J. V. Ellis and Its publica¬ 
tion had been continued T>y members 
of the Ellis family until about three 
months ago. when the franchise was 
acquired by a local syndicate. The 
new amalgamation marks the ab¬ 
sorption at various times by The 
Telegraph-Journal and The Even¬ 
ing-Tlmes-Globe of a large number 
of dally newspapers which have ap¬ 
peared from time to time, hut which 
have finally been merged with the 
surviving Journals. 


Washington. Jap. 14.—Establish¬ 
ment of a new high record for month¬ 
ly cotton exports, the displacing of 
the United Kingdom by Germany as 
the leading importer of American 
cotton, and th% largest domestic con¬ 
sumption since last March were 
shown In the December cotton trade 
figures of the census bureau iasued 
to-day. 

December exports totaled 1.531.297 
bales of lint and (inters. compared 
with the previous record of 1,517.191 
Haigs In October. 1913. For the first 
five months of the present cotton 
year exports have totaled 5.576.320 
bales, compared with 4.480.479 bales 
In the same period a year ago. 

Exports to Oerroany in December 
were larger than to any other coun¬ 
try. the total being 433,194 hales. The 
United Kingdom took 394J13 bales. 
For the first five months of the cot¬ 
ton year Germany's Imports of Amer¬ 
ican cotton have totaled 1.830.204 
bales, while the United Kingdom has 
taken 1.400,481 hales. Domestic con¬ 
sumption for December totaled 405.- 
117 bales of lint cotton and 64.014 
bales of Itnters. In November 883.980 
bales of lint were consumed. Not 
since last March, when consumption 
totaled 438.494 bales, had domestic 
consumption been so large as during 
December. 


Millions Among Ford Motor 
Shareholders 


Washington. Jan. 14.—Inaugura¬ 
tion of a campaign of peace with the 
abolition of the idea of force In the 
dealings of the United States with 
Central^ American countries was 
urged in the Senate yesterday by 
Senator Borah, RepublUjpn. Idaho, 
chairman of the foreign relations 
committee. As first steps in thst 
direction be proposed a special elec¬ 
tion to permit the people of Nicar¬ 
agua to choose tfieir own President 
and the submission to arbitration of 
the controversy with Mexico over Its 
land laws. 

With these suggestions the Idaho 
Senator concluded In characteristic¬ 
ally dramatic fashion an attack of an 
hour and a half on the administra¬ 
tion's policy in dealing with the Nic¬ 
araguan situation and in recognising 
the Adolfo Dias Government, which 
he contended was set up Illegally. 
RESPECT DESIRED 

"Inaugurate a campaign of peace," 
thundered Senator Borah. "Abolish 
the Idea of force; try friendly rela¬ 
tions; seek to establish amity; seek 
to get in touch with the masses, with 
the people themselves, and we can 
establish a policy in Central America 
which will protect our interests and 
bring respect of our rights and cause 
us to receive si»e<ial consideration 
from those people.” 

While Senator Borah was unfold¬ 
ing his views Mth the situation in 
Nicaragua and of the administra¬ 
tion’s policy, practically every mem¬ 
ber of the Senate no nr In Washing¬ 
ton was in his seat and gave hia re-, 
marks the closest attention.

Customs officials throws light on the 
increase In the duties on eggs.
